Decorative Peculiarities 


ms ‘ ee ‘ 
Aside from the broad differences between the vaio 


decorative styles there are certain peculiarities that seem 
to be evidences of the unsimilarity of the minds of certain 
races. The strict Mohammedan, for instance, is confined 
‘o vegetable and geometrical motives, animal forms being 
strictly forbidden him. On the other hand, the Aztee used 
no vegetable forms, an deonfined himself to a conventionali- 
zation of animal life. We know that the Mohammedan 
was prombited from using animal forms by his religion, 
and it is probable that some such motive influenced the 
Aztee, 

This example is one of the most self-evident but there 
are countless other peculiarities that might bemoted. Why 
did the Gothie style shoot upward in spires and turrets 
while the Greek remained square and low? Why did the 
Gothie protrude in high relief while the Byzantine clung to 
flat and bas relief? Why was it the Roman elaborated 
scrolls and curves while the Celt developed a quaint ingeni- 
ous strap work? ‘These are all evidences of an inborn dif- 
ference of mind between these different races just as surely 
as there is a difference of mind back of the unsimiliarity of 
Michael Angelo’s strong types and Botticelli’s delicate fig- 
ures 

First, in art there is the individual character, and next 
there is the race character. The individual is sw allow ed up 
in the greater impulse of the race. 


The Rococo Classic 


Many times we hear it said that the Rococo is the only 
style since the Gothic that is not based on the Greek. Like 
many other things we hear frequently this is an error. The 
Rococo is not only basd on the Greek, but every master of 
the Roeoco period prided himself on the fact that the Ro- 
coco was not a new style, merely a variation of decoration 
as applied to the five classic orders. The Rococo was not 
an entire creation, but merely a variation of the Renais- 
sance. It had its birth in the shell work of the Renais- 
sanece, and it must be classed with the other Greek deriv- 
atives. 


Mission Style 


The Mission style has taken this country by storm, 
and seems to have filled the place in America that is oceu- 
pied by l’art nouveau in France and the Arts and Crafts in 
England. It is much like the English Arts and Crafts 
furniture in many ways, but does not strav so far from sim- 
plicitv. In that, no doubt, lies its chief appeal tous. It is 
not hard to understand, it is durable, it 1s -clean, and, above 
all, it is good in design. Perhaps this is largely because 

the desi: gns are kept simple, but we believe there is Oppor- 

tunity to evolve from the Mission style a more elaborate 
stvle, that shall be quite as much in keeping with Amer- 
ean ideals and at the same time suitable for parlor use. 
How the evolution may be made we do not know, but we 
hope the attempt will be made. 


L’Art Nouveau 


‘“T ‘Art Nouveau was a revolution. I[t was inevitable. 
And for a simple reason. When the Louis XV style fol- 
lowed that of the Regency, and the Louis XVI stvle that of 
Louis XV. what did the art workers do? ‘They modified 
slowly and insensibly existing forms. That was evolution. 
But in 1890 the artists and art-artisans who sought to re- 
store the decorative arts had no point of support. They 
could not modifv a style which did not exist. It was 
therefore necessary to create from nothing and to make a 


revolution. The fault hes not with those who desire ‘a 
new art, but with those who for eighty years had left decor- 
ative arts to perish.’’—Jean Schopfer.

Curtain Poles 


ln Balzac’s short story, ‘*Gobseck,’’ written in 1840, is 


a paragraph that reads: ‘‘He got up, pushed the bolt of 


the door, drew a tapestry curtain across it with a sharp 
gr ating sound of the rings on the rod; then he sat down 
again. 

Although the paragr aph was written in 1840. the scene 
of the action 1s laid in Paris in the year 1814, and as Balzae 
was most particular about such details, it is safe to say 
that curtain poles with rings were used in 1814—and prob- 
ably throughout the entire Empire period. Can any of our 
readers give us proof that they were used before the days 


of Louis XV 


Carpets 


To many people the floral carpet a la mode is an atroe- 
itv, and the big cabbage-size roses are as bad to them as a 
nightmare. The fact is that carpets should not have nat- 
ural flowers upon them in any case. bo ideal carpet is 
the Persian, with its flat, geometrical or symbolical fig- 
ures; but to do nothing but Oriental treatments would nar- 
row the designer’s art to an undesirable point. . There 
must always, in trade, be sufficiently varied samples to 
permit the equally varied tastes of f the’ customers to find 
vent. And as long as we have the uneducated with us 
(which will be forever) we will have the afl-over large 
floral patterns. 

Natural floral carpets probably made thei first ap- 
pearance in the davs of Louis XV, ora very little earher. 
but they were works of art, carefully studied and woven by 
masters. Even then they were not suitable for the floor, 
but that age liked many things that were bad. The whole 
Rococo period was a mixture of good, bad and indifferent— 
mostly bad. The large carpets of that day were really 
rugs, and in a rug more things are permissible than in a 
earpet. 

It is fair to say - that one should never have ina carpet 
design anything that he would not be willing to have under 
his feet in its natural form. This would not rule out roses, 
for many conquering heroes have trod upon roses— but the 
sort of roses used were not the size of cabbages.. We dety 
any conquering hero to enjoy walking down a path compos- 
ed of brightly hued cauliflowers. 


Bruised Furniture 


Bruises can be removed from fine furniture by means 
of what is known in the cabinet trade as the steaming pro- 
cess, and any intelligent person can do it by exercising a 
reasonable amount of care. The object, of course, Is -t0 
raise the grain of the wood to the same level as before the 
damage. ‘Take a piece of wet felt or heavy flannel about 
the size of the dent to be removed and a hot iron. Lay the 
felt on the damaged spot and apply the iron so as to make 
the wood hot with the steam. Repeat the process until 
the grain of the wood has risen somewhat higher than the 
rest of the.surface. Allow it to drv for somie hours, Sand- 
paper it with oo paper until smooth, then refinish. If this 
is properly done the surface will be like new. Very hard 
wood will succumb to this treatment, but will take more 
time than woods like mahogany or black wafnut. 


Correct Bric=-a-brac 


for a room done in Flemish oak or the deep tones of an 
old Dutch interior silver and gold are quite inappropriate. 
Even a gilded picture frame forms an unpleasant spot 
insucharoom. By far the best effect can be had by using 
brightly polished brass and copper, and the markets afford 
opportunity for securing some beautiful pieces in antiques 
or imitations of antiques. A shelf with a number of bril- 
hant yellow brass tankard, ‘sa ls or plates, with one or two 
bright cop pe r-red ple ces scattered among them, 1s a joy 
to the eye in a dark Flemish interior. If silver is used it 
should be old, at least in appearance, with the dark color 
that time gives to the recesses of the design. Pewter also 
does well enough, but should be enlivened by a bit of bright 
copper here and there. If gold picture frames are used 
they should | e antiques. Take a run through any collec- 
tion of old pictures, such as the Metropolitan collection, 
and you can get some idea of the value of gold as it is dead- 
ened by time. 

Keep black out of Louis rooms. In such rooms Flem- 
ish oak and copper are an abomination. The gold should 
be as bright as gold leaf can be burnished fur Louis XV 
and at least free from the touches of age in Lous AVI 
rooms. 

A little brie-a-brae well chosen is better than much 
poorly chosen. With all due respect to a good old custom, 
(‘hristmas is to be- blamed for more unsightliness in the av- 
erage home than any other eause. ‘' For the sake of the giv- 
er’? is made the excuse for many decorative atrocities; 
‘dear friends’’ with miserable taste and the best intentions 
in the world send around a remarkable collection of junk 
during holiday time, and common decency forces the re- 
cipient to give it standing room for awhile. Blessed, in- 
deed, is the parlor maid who annihilates some of the oift 
vases and plaques. ‘The woman with many friends should 
have a ““prese nt’? room, into which these odds and ends 
of decorative errors could be put and kept. 


Our Youthful Antiquity
